ESDAY dispatches from Portland, Ore., 
indicated dominance of the conservative 


forces of the American Federation of Labor 
under the leadership of the veteran president, 
Samuel Gompers, more complete than at any 
time in recent years. A Butte communist was 
ejected by a vote of 27,830 to 130. Still more 
complete was the defeat of "the one big union" 
resolution of the radicals which was lost with- 
'out a dissenting voice, according to 
the dis- 


patches. What became of the man who intro- 
duced it is not told in the story. The participa- 
tion of the American Federation of Labor in the 
farmer-labor party also was rejected by a large 
vote. 


In a word, as now organized the federated 


American unions are for democracy as opposed 
to Sovietism. 
The whole proceeding 
should 


sound a note of optimism for 
America and 


American institutions, and at least it indicates 
that "the revolution" is further away 
today 


than it was in 1922. 


That the American Federation is gun-shy 


of political 
affiliations is not in the 
least 


strange. In ten years, as a non-political organ- 
ization, it has advanced further toward 
the 


achievement of its purposes than has any other 
great organization, private or public. It offers 
a decidedly favorable contrast 
with 
other 


group efforts that have chosen the political 
rather than the economic road to success. 
It 


.has built up a balance of power that can be 
used for legislation and administration, irre- 
spective of what party is in power. 
It may 


well hesitate to swap this influence for any- 
thing it may gain through direct political ac- 
tion. One wonders that the American farmer 
does not take his lesson from—the 
American 


P'ederation. 
The farmer outnumbers labor by 


heavy odds. 
Equally well organized on eco- 


nomic lines he would become an influence in 
Washington and in the state capitols which he 
can never achieve through a minority political 
party. 
. 
An interesting paragraph from the report 


shows denunciation of the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Fascist! movement. 
It is not difficult to 


understand this attitude on the part of .organ- 
ized labor. The Klan, should it grow and. ex- 
fend in industrial circles, might become a pow- 
erful factor for breaking up the American Fed- 
eration.

IS STILL PRACTICED EVERY SUMMER

LONDON.—Bet you'a mllllpn, as 
"Betcha-Million Gates" used to Bay, 
you never heard of "swan-ufiping." 
It's peculiarly'English. 
It dates 
back centuries, preserves an ancient 
custom, and is still carried on be- 
cause these people like to hold on. to 
the quaint old things. 
Bads' in the sixteenth century, in 
the days of Queen Elizabeth and^Wil- 
liam Shakespeare, the swan was de- 
clarecKa royal bird and was protected 
by special statutes. 
The 
Thames 
river was inhabited in its 
upper 


reaches by many, swans. 
Some of 
these belonged to the king. The rest 
belonged to the Dyers'- company and 
the Vinters' company. 


In those days these great liveried 
companies of dyers and wine-grow- 
ers, were something like lodges or 
guilds. 
Nowadays these companies 
are no longer trade organizations. 
Thty are very exclusive and only 
prominent people are chosen to mem- 
bership. 


In the dajs of good Queen Bess 


the protected swans were marked BO 
that everybody could tell which was 
which. 
So it was .decided that the 
beaks of the birds belonging to the 
Vinters should be marked with one 
nick, and the birds belonging to the 
Dyers should have two nicks. Those 
belonging to the crown should not 
be marked at all. 


So to this day every summer a

Declares University Man 


FOND DTJ LAO, TVis.—Defects of 


personality in children-and in adults 
ehonld receive the same considera- 
tion as physical ailments. Dr. Smiley 
Blanton, of the University of Wis- 
consin, declared in an address before 
the Wisconsin Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs meeting- here Thursday. 


"I would emphasize." Dr. Blanton 


snid. "that, the child who is. morose, 
indolent, unduly egocentric, moody, 
unsocial, anxious, over-anxious, stub- 
born, abnormally timid, bumptious. 
quarrelsome, who has temper spells 
when he is thwarted in nuy way..who 
stutters, who has baby lalk beyond 
the usual period, who is finicky about 
his food, unable- to 
make 
friends. 
1—such a .child is suffering 
from 


defects of the personality. 


"These defects of the. personality 


xhould ensure attention just as much 
fls thoiifrh the child wor<- suffering 
trom adenoids, tonsils, defective sight 
or club font. The child with such 
a defective personality has been poor- 
ly trained, has not been able- to ad- 
just his primitive emotions and in- 
stincts to the needs of society. In 
raoh case n thorough personality stu- 
dy should be made of the child and 
OK definite treatment prescribed as if 
lie were suffering from a physical ill- 
ness. 


"It has been my experience that 


teachers trained to understand emo- 
tional difficulties that lie back of 
speech defects can do a great work 
in the schools. The share of Wiscon- 
sin has dour- more for mental hy- 
p.'ene and nervous children than any 
other state in the union, so far as 
I know. More than a dozen cities arc 
carrying 
on this 
mental 
hygiene 


work."
